The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound,"  UNG-Chapel  Hill's  alma  mater, 
were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers,  a  graduating  sen- 
ior. The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the 
tune  "Amici,"  and  the  song  was  first  performed  on  June  2,  1897,  as 
part  of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet 
tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the  words,  they  could  recollect 
only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version.  Two 
members  of  the  quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen, 
added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum  later  became 
a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked  as  the 
University's  business  manager  and  controller.

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William  0.  McCoy,  Interim  Chancellor 


William  0.  McCoy,  a  devoted  and  loyal  alumnus  who  has  been  a 
key  volunteer  for  years,  is  the  interim  chancellor  of  The 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  University  of  North 
Carolina  President  Molly  Corbett  Broad  named  him  to  the  post  on  July  9, 
1999,  after  Chancellor  Michael  Hooker  died  following  a  six-month  battle 
with  lymphoma.  McCoy  previously  served  as  acting  chancellor  while 
Hooker  was  on  medical  leave  in  April  and  May  of  1999. 

McCoy  retired  last  January  as  vice  president  for  finance  of  the  sixteen- 
campus  University  of  North  Carolina.  He  joined  UNC  General  Admin- 
istration in  1995  after  a  35-year  career  with  the  BellSouth  Corporation, 
where  he  retired  as  vice  chairman  of  the  board.  As  the  UNC  vice  president, 
he  was  credited  with  raising  the  bar  of  expectations  for  sound  management, 
productivity  and  efficiency,  and  fiscal  integrity  across  the  sixteen-campus 
university.  His  solid  credibility  with  the  N.C.  General  Assembly  also  helped 
secure  additional  support  and  fiscal  flexibility  for  the  university. 

A  native  of  Snow  Hill,  McCoy  holds  a  bachelor's  degree  in  business 
administration  from  UNC-Chapel  Hill,  where  he  graduated  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
in  1955.  He  later  earned  a  master's  degree  in  management  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology,  where  he  was  a  Sloan  Fellow. 

After  graduating  from  Carolina,  McCoy  served  as  a  United  States 
Marine  Corps  pilot  before  beginning  his  business  career  with  Southern  Bell 


in  Charlotte.  Progressing  through  a  variety  of  executive  positions  with 
Southern  Bell,  South  Central  Bell  and  AT&T,  McCoy  was  named  chief 
financial  officer-designate  of  BellSouth  when  the  regional  tele- 
communications company  was  formed  in  1982.  He  was  elected  vice  chair- 
man of  BellSouth  Corporation  in  1983  and  president  of  BellSouth 
Enterprises  in  1986. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  boards  of  Kenan  Transport  Company,  Carolina 
Power  and  Light  Company,  Liberty  Corporation  of  Greenville,  S.C.,  and 
Weeks  Corporation  in  Atlanta.  He  serves  as  a  trustee  of  Fidelity 
Investments  in  Boston  and  as  a  partner  of  Franklin  Street  Partners,  a 
Chapel  Hill  investment  management  company.  He  spent  fifteen  years  on 
the  board  of  First  American  Corporation,  a  bank  holding  company  in 
Nashville. 

A  staunch  Carolina  supporter,  McCoy  has  served  as  chairman  of  the 
University's  National  Development  Council  and  a  member  of  the 
Bicentennial  Campaign  for  Carolina  Steering  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Visitors.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Kenan-Flagler  Business  School's  Board  of 
Visitors  and,  since  January,  has  served  as  a  director  of  the  new  UNC 
Health  Care  System. 

McCoy  and  his  wife,  Sara,  have  two  adult  daughters,  Kathleen  and 
Laura. 


Bland  Simpson,  Commencement  Speaker 


Bland  Simpson's  exploration  of  North  Carolina  and  its  heritage  has 
manifested  itself  in  books,  musical  plays,  film  scripts,  a  musical 
group,  and  a  creative  writing  position  at  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

In  musical  theater,  Simpson  has  collaborated  on  such  popular  shows 
as  Diamond  Studs,  King  Mackerel  &  die  Blues  are  Running,  and  Kudzu. 
Since  1986  he  has  been  the  pianist  for  Chapel  Hill's  internationally 
acclaimed  string  band,  The  Red  Clay  Ramblers,  and  has  toured  with  the 
group  extensively  in  North  America,  Europe,  the  Middle  East,  and  North 
Africa.  As  a  Rambler,  he  contributed  to  the  scores  of  Sam  Shepard's  1988 
film  Far  North  and  1994  feature  Silent  Tongue,  and  helped  create  the 
clown  musical  Fool  Moon,  which  won  a  Special  Tony  Award  earlier  this 
year  following  its  third  hit  run  on  Broadway. 

Simpson's  roots  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  led  to  his  authorship  of  Into 
the  Sound  Country:  A  Carolinian's  Coastal  Plain,  a  1997  University  of 
North  Carolina  Press  release  that  also  contains  original  photography  by  his 
wife  Ann  Cary  Simpson,  associate  director  of  development  at  UNC-Chapel 


Hill's  Institute  of  Government.  Into  the  Sound  Country  was  called  the 
"finest  work  on  coastal  Carolina  in  years"  by  the  N.C.  Wildlife  Federation, 
which  named  Simpson  "Conservation  Communicator  of  the  Year,"  a  1998 
Governor's  Conservation  Achievement  Award.  Simpson's  other  works 
include  The  Mystery  of  Beautiful  Nell  Cropsey:  A  Nonfiction  Novel;  The 
Great  Dismal:  A  Carolinians  Swamp  Memoir;  and  Heart  of  the  Country: 
A  Novel  of  Southern  Music. 

Simpson  received  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  UNC-Chapel  Hill  in 
1973,  returned  as  a  lecturer  in  the  creative  writing  program  in  1982,  and 
is  an  assistant  professor  of  English.  The  N.C.  Folklore  Society  named  him 
the  1999  Brown-Hudson  Award  winner  for  his  literary  and  musical  ties  to 
state  and  regional  heritage,  and  the  International  Television  Association 
gave  him  a  1996  Silver  Reel  Award  of  Merit  for  his  short  film  script 
Elizabeth  City:  Portrait  of  a  Coastal  Community. 

"The  University  and  the  state  it  serves  are  of  utmost  importance  to 
me,"  he  said.  "This  commencement  is  a  wonderful  moment  to  say  some- 
thing about  the  relationship  of  the  University  to  the  state." 
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Notes  on  Academic  Dress 


The  following  information,  condensed  from  An  Academic  Costume  Code 
and  Ceremony  Guide  and  published  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic  attire  worn  during 
today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the  European  Middle  Ages 
when  scholars  at  the  oldest  universities  were  clerics.  Gapes  with  hoods  and 
warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings.  The  desire  for  a  uniform 
appearance  ("well  born,  well  turned-out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one 
medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish  bachelor's,  master's,  and  doc- 
toral degree  candidates  led  to  today's  academic  costume.  In  1895,  representa- 
tives from  American  colleges  and  universities  met  at  Columbia  University  and 
fashioned  a  standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this  country.  The  code,  modi- 
fied in  1959,  is  still  in  force.  The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns 
you  see  are  traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree  and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed,  has  pointed  sleeves.  The 
master's  gown,  which  may  be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open 
at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the  back  part  of  its  oblong  shape 
is  square  cut  and  the  are  in  the  front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may  be 
worn  open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed.  Doctors'  gowns  are  usually 
faced  with  black  velvet,  with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves,  although  the  color 
of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field  of  study.  Some  doctoral  candi- 
dates may  wear  a  unique  Carolina  blue  gown  that  features  dark  blue  facings 


and  crossbars  outlined  in  white  piping.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the 
three  degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the  university  or  college  that 
conferred  the  degree,  usually  with  one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over 
the  other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and  administrators'  robes  are: 
the  crimson  of  Harvard,  the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of 
North  Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton,  and  the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in  the  color  appropriate  to 
the  field  of  study.  You  will  see  many  hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark 
blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors  in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of 
faculty  represent  the  following  fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken:

The  Dean  E.  Smith  Center 


Today's  ceremony  attests  to  the  flexibility  of  the  Dean  E.  Smith 
Center,  one  of  the  most  impressive  collegiate  arenas  in  the 
country.  Begun  as  a  mission  of  unparalleled  proportion  in  col- 
lege athletics,  the  300,000-square-foot  edifice  was  built  with  funds 
raised  entirely  from  private  donations.  It  stands  on  seven  and  one-half 
acres  on  the  University's  south  campus.  Over  20,000  cubic  yards  of 
rock  were  removed  to  make  room  for  the  340-foot-wide,  380-foot-long 
building. 

The  arena  is  named  for  the  former  Tar  Heel  basketball  coach  Dean 
Smith,  who  finished  his  career  in  1997  as  the  all-time  winningest 
coach  in  basketball  history  with  879  victories.  In  36  years,  Smith 
coached  Carolina  to  eleven  NCAA  tournament  Final  Fours,  two  nation- 
al titles,  and  thirteen  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  Tournament  champi- 
onships. 

The  building,  which  opened  in  January  of  1986,  has  three  levels. 
The  first  floor  features  six  recreational  locker  rooms,  the  basketball 
dressing  area,  which  contains  a  players'  lounge  complete  with  comput- 
er terminals  and  study  desks,  as  well  as  fully-equipped  training  and 
weight  rooms  for  use  by  the  basketball  players.  On  the  second  floor 
visitors  can  enjoy  a  memorabilia  room  that  houses  artifacts  of 
Carolina's  rich  athletic  tradition.  The  uppermost  level  features  a  1,200- 


foot-long,  22-foot-wide  concourse  with  eight  concession  stands  and  a 
souvenir  showcase,  all  of  which  are  easily  accessible  from  the  sixty- 
eight  aisles  along  the  concourse.  The  banners  ringing  the  center's  blue 
ceiling  testify  to  the  success  of  Carolina  basketball. 

The  Smith  Center's  design  allows  it  the  flexibility  to  host  numer- 
ous entertainment  events.  A  large  grid  hangs  over  the  east  end  zone 
from  which  more  than  50,000  pounds  of  sound  and  lighting  equipment 
can  be  easily  attached.  Many  of  the  biggest  stars  have  appeared  on 
stage  here.  Since  Kenny  Rogers  staged  the  arena's  first  concert  in 
1986,  entertainers  ranging  in  appeal  from  Bruce  Springsteen  to  John 
Denver,  Amy  Grant  to  Garth  Brooks  have  performed  to  enthusiastic 
crowds.  Sporting  events  such  as  WCW  Monday  Night  Nitro,  the  NCAA 
Wrestling  Championships,  and  the  North  Carolina  High  School 
Athletic  Association  Basketball  Championships  have  also  been  held  at 
the  Smith  Center.  But  the  main  attraction,  and  indeed  the  very  reason 
for  the  Smith  Center's  existence,  is  Carolina  basketball.  Since  January 
18, 1986,  when  Warren  Martin  scored  the  first  Carolina  basket  in  the 
Smith  Center,  the  center  has  seen  the  team  develop  an  impressive  win 
ratio  of  nearly  ninety  percent.

Origin  of  the  University  Colors 


A symbol  of  unity  among  Carolina  students, 
alumni,  and  fans,  the  school  colors  of  light 
blue  and  white  were  first  used  around  1800 
to  distinguish  between  members  of  the  Dialectic 
and  Philanthropic  Literary  Societies.  Throughout 
the  nineteenth  century,  students  were 
required  to  be  members  of  either  the 
Di  or  the  Phi.  The  Di's  color  was 
light  blue,  and  the  Phi's  was 
white. 

At  University  commence- 
ments, balls,  and  other  social 
events,  the  student  officials, 
managers,  and  marshals  wore 
the  color  of  their  society,  blue  or 
white.  Because  the  Chief  Marshal 
or  Chief  Ball  Manager  represented  the 


whole  student  body,  not  just  his  society,  he  wore 
both  colors. 

When  the  University  fielded  its  first  intercolle- 
giate athletic  teams  in  1888,  the  question  of  what 
colors  to  wear  had  already  been  answered.  Light 
blue  and  white  had  come  to  symbolize  mem- 
bership in  the  University,  not  in  a  sin- 
gle society. 

Light  blue  and  white  have 
been  considered  the 
University's  colors  for  more 
than  a  century.  With  the  tra- 
dition so  firmly  established,  a 
popular  bumper  sticker  states 
that  God  must  be  a  Tar  Heel 
because  he  made  the  sky  Carolina 
Blue!

UNC-Chapel  Hill: 
The  First  State 

The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  originated  in  the 
N.C.  state  constitution  of  1776,  which  proclaimed  that  "all  use- 
ful learning  shall  be  duly  encouraged  and  promoted  in  one  or 
more  universities." 

Carolina's  charter  was  approved  in  1789  and  the  cornerstone  of 
the  first  building,  Old  East,  was  laid  on  October  12, 1793.  The 
University  annually  celebrates  Carolina's  birth  date  each  October  12. 
In  1795  the  University  opened  its  doors  for  students. 

The  University  of  Georgia  at  Athens  also  claims  the  honor  of  "first 
state  University."  Georgia's  constitution  of  1777  lays  no  foundation  for 
state-supported  higher  education.  The  university  was  chartered  in 
1785,  four  years  before  UNC,  and  those  who  claim  the  honor  of  "first 
state  university"  for  Georgia  refer  to  this  date. 

North  Carolinians  contend  that  a  university  begins  not  when  char- 
tered, but  when  students  first  enroll  in  instructional  programs  and  use 
the  school's  facilities. 

The  University  of  Georgia  did  not  open  until  1801,  six  years  after 
Hinton  James  enrolled  as  the  first  student  at  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Three  years  after  his  arrival  Carolina  graduat- 
ed its  first  class. 


Tar  Heels 

Not  only  does  the  University  use  the  nickname  "Tar  Heels,"  but 
the  entire  state  does  as  well.  One  version  of  the  nickname's  ori- 
gin has  the  name  first  being  applied  to  North  Carolinians  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War.  One  record  talks  of  a  battle  in  Virginia,  where  their 
supporting  column  retreated,  but  North  Carolina  troops  stood  alone  to 
fight  successfully.  The  victorious  troops  were  asked  in  a  condescending 
tone  by  some  Virginians,  who  had  retreated,  "Any 
tar  down  in  the  Old  North  State,  boys?"  The 
response  came  quickly:  "No;  not  a  bit;  old  Jeff's 
bought  it  all  up."  The  Virginians  asked:  "Is  w 
that  so?  What  is  he  going  to  do  with  it?"  The  m 
reply:  "He  is  going  to  put  it  on  you'ns  heels  I 
to  make  you  stick  better  in  the  next  fight."  I
